Ground has been broken for 
construction of a new building for the 
Upland office of Pomona First Federal 
Savings and Loan Association, The new 
branch facility is located at 20 E. 
Foothill Blvd on the Southeast corner of 
the intersection of Foothill. Bivd., and 
Ruelid Avenue. A completion date of mid 
November is expected 

General contractor for the building,

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Little league: is it a 
help or hindrance? 


by Peggy Olsen 


It's as inevitable as spring 
fever. Each year, near the end 
of April millions of little 
league aspirants converge on 
baseball fields throughout the 
nation 

Is little league a big business 
can it lead to physical 
impairment for participants, or 
does it provide a boy with 
emotional tools necessary for 
competition in adult life’ 

John and Pat Brahs of San 
Dimas have been involved in 
the program for ten years. John 
became a coach when their 
oldest son, John, joined the 
“Pee-Wee's."" Recently, they 
were gratified when their 
youngest boy, Ronnie, was 
recognized for pitching a “one 
hitter.” 

Pat is proud of her husband 
‘Kids always want to be on his t 
eam, which is managed by 
Mario Espinoza, even though 
they don't always win.”’ 

John admits that there is 
much emphasis on winning, but 
“winning is an inevitable 
human desire,"’ he says. A 
veteran coach who takes his 
responsibility seriously, John 
recognizes that many doctors, 
especially orthopedists, believe 
children can be permanently 
injured in little league 
competition. However, ‘‘little 
league elbow’’ can be avoided if 
the child is taught to pitch 
overhand. It is the side-arm 
pitch that can cause problems, 
he explains 

From the mother's point of 
view, Pat says it is “anything 
that keeps a child busy that is 
important, not just little 
league.” 

The coach's responsibility is 
to teach the boys the rudiments 
of the game, hitting, pitching 
and catching, while at the same 
time emphasizing that playing 
ball is fun, John notes 

Another coach, John Hadash, 
a Mount-San Antonio College 
Student, became a little league 
mentor because he thought boys 
needed a ‘‘different approach to 
baseball.’’ While he believed 
that there was too much 
emphasis on winning, he notes 
that ‘‘once you become involved 
you can't help wanting the team 
to win.” 

Bob Carmona of La Verne 
believes that ‘there is more 
pressure on the coach than the 
little leaguer.’ ‘You try to 
teach them all you can about 
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the game, and worry that ou ee ee 
haven't done the best you can,” WINDIN’ UP — John Hadash, a coach in —_ young aspirants some of the intracacies of 
he said. ‘Teaching kids the the senior major division of Diamond Bar __ pitching 
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safety are the most important 
objectives, he believes. In 

ition, he is ‘grateful’ when 
they lose, if they are becoming 
too cocky.” 

Hadash believes that most 
little leaguers become better 
sportsmen as a result of their 
participation. Brahs and 
Carmona believe the job is 
“gratifying.”’ It gives you a 
“sense of accomplishment 
when you see them develop into 
good ball players,’ and the 
character building aspect is 
good too, they infer 

Martin Ralbovsky, a free- 
lance sports writer who has 
written a book about little 
league, “Destiny's Darlings,”’ 
believes that ‘‘Boys and 
baseball are merely fronts 
Little League is big business 
with two goals: earning.money 
and promoting America.”’ He 
charges that local little leagues 
(8,500 leagues in 31 countries), 
pay $68 each year for the 
privilege of calling themselves 
“Little League.’’ The money 
goes to headquarters in 
Williamsport, Pennsylvania 
and “has been translated into 
marketable securities, common 
stocks, and industrial bonds,’ 
he contends. ‘Exactly how the 
money is used has never been 
spelled out,”’ he maintains 

Following each little league 
season, all stars are chosen to 
compete in area, district, state 
and national tournaments. The 
culmination of the season is the 
Little League World Series, 
held in the 10,000 seat Howard 
Lamade Stadium in South 
Williamsport 

Litt'e League is organized in 
much the same manner as 
professional baseball. Minor 
farm and major teams are 
formed and boys compete in 
their particular division 

Johnny Morris, who is 
captain of the La Verne 
Athletics, says, ‘If I do okay m 
senior league, maybe I'll keep 
going in baseball 

Edgar Hoover once said that 
little league would “be the 
greatest deterrent to crime that 
America has ever seen 
Surely, the thousands of 
mothers and fathers who work 
“to keep kids in sports and out 
of courts should be 
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industriously in the hope of becoming a 
major league catcher
